SOME people say that 
Stamford Hill was the 
birthplace of the Modernist 
movement - a forerunner 
of the early Mods.

documented by acclaimed 
photographer Don McCullin 
in 1960. Now Hackney 
Museum is putting on an 
exhibition which features his

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R eports of anti-

Hackney have fallen by 
nearly 90 per cent over 
the last two years. 

The dramatic drop 
follows the introduction 
of a borough-wide 
Controlled Drinking Zone, 
which gives the police 
the power to confiscate 
alcohol, or require 
people to stop drinking 
in streets, parks and 
public open spaces. 

The order 
came into 
force 
in May 
2010 , 
following 
a public 


consultation. 

The impact of the order 
is carefully monitored 
by a forum which includes 
representatives from 
outreach and support 
services, as well as 
the police and the 
Council’s anti-social 
behaviour team. 

Between May 2009 
and May 2010, the police 
received 609 calls relating 
to street drinking. In the 
same period between 
2011 and 2012, they 
received just 64. 

Calls to the Council have 
dropped by a similar 
level. 

The scheme has also 
proved successful in 
referring persistent street 
drinkers for treatment. 

The Council and police 
are continuing to focus 
on hotspots in the 
borough, including 
Gillett Square 
in Dalston, and 
have formed 
a joint action 
group to 
tackle issues 
around street 
drinking 
and other 
anti-social

in the area. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, 
Cabinet Member for 
Crime, said: “This sort of 
anti-social behaviour can 
make life really difficult 
for residents. It’s good 
that we have made such a 
difference and have been 
able to offer support to 
street drinkers. 

“We’ve still got work to 
do and we’re listening to 
residents about where to 
focus our efforts. 

“The areas residents 
told us were ‘hotspots’ 
when we launched the 
scheme have reported 
big drops in anti-social 
behaviour and we’re 
determined to make 
a difference in other 
problem areas. 

“One of the 
most pleasing 
results is that, 
rather than 
issuing fixed 


penalties to those who 
can’t afford to pay them, 
the police and wardens 
have been confiscating 
alcohol and helping them 
to seek professional help. 
This has proved effective 
and the results speak 
for themselves.” 

Chief Inspector Andy 
Walker from Hackney 
police, added: “The use 
of the controlled drinking 
legislation allows us to 
intervene early to prevent 
violence and disorder and 
we are really pleased with 
the results so far.”

“They did it though and 
I now have a huge team to

Jenny is determined to 
keep disability high on the 
public agenda, adding: “We 
have to continue to inform, 
challenge and advocate 
through our workshops and 
through our eclectic and 
diverse productions.”

The Genesis of Marc 
Bolan’ tells the story of 
early modernist culture, 
fashion and music in the 
area in the 1960s. 

Fifty years ago, 
international war 
photographer Don 
McCullin took pictures of 
15-year-old Mark Feld and 
friends in Stamford Hill for 
‘Town Magazine’. Three 
years later Feld changed his 
name to Marc Bolan and 
went on to find fame as the 
lead singer of T-Rex. 

Miki Simmonds, who 
grew up in Stamford Hill 
and was one of the Mods 
pictured with Bolan, said: 
“It’s the year 1960 and I’d 
just turned 18.

going to sell,” he says. 

Piers’ work first found the 
spotlight at fellow milliner 
Stephen Jones’ exhibition at 
the V&A Museum in 2009, 
called ‘Hat: An anthology’. 

He was included in the 
‘new milliner’ section, 
alongside Noel Stewart, 
Justin Smith and Nasir 
Mazhar, which led to him 
getting featured in London 
Fashion Week and being 
approached by Fenwicks 
department store. 

Indeed, it is little surprise 
that Piers fell into the hat 
making business because 
he comes from a long line 
of creative women. His 
mother was a milliner, his 
grandmother an artist, and 
his great-grandmother an 
Edwardian dressmaker. 

“Creativity and ingenuity 
has been in this family for 
at least four generations - 
that’s 125 years,” he muses. 
“With my mother working 
for the English National 
Opera, the hats I grew up 
with were huge, theatrical 
feather-plumed numbers 
that were practically show 
girl hats. That is where 
my love of flamboyance 
came from.” 

As to where he gets 
his inspiration, Piers is 
clearly passionate about 
where he lives. He says: 

“I get inspiration from 
walking down the street 
in Hackney. Ridley Road 
market has kept me going 
for five years now. I love 
it down there - you see 


everything. Who knows 
what will come up there 
next time.” 

In fact, Piers has even 
made a hat dedicated to 
the area: the ‘Dalston cap’, 
which has a permanent 
archive space at the V&A. 
Other Hackney-inspired 
hats include the ‘Dalston 
hat’, with the word Dalston 
lit up in Hollywood-style 
writing, and the ‘Lower 
Clapton’ - which is a 
re-make of the original 
Dalston cap. 

Piers says: “I live in 
Hackney, my studio is 
here and all my friends 
live here. I think Hackney 
is a real melting pot and a 
very broad-minded place 
to be. There’s a real mix of 
cultures here and I find it a 
very vibrant place. 

“It feels like there’s room 
for growth, movement and 
innovation - it doesn’t feel 
static or stale. Everything 
is happening here, isn’t 
it? There’s a boom in the 
creative industries, the 
Olympics and the new East 
London line. In terms of 
growth and change it feels 
very exciting.” 

Piers’ Spring/Summer 
2013 collection, ‘Director’s 
Cut,’ which is inspired by 
Hollywood glamour, is out 
next month.

W ALKING into 
milliner Piers 
Atkinson’s 
Hackney Downs 
studio is like entering one 
of Roald Dahl’s fantastical 
sweet shops. 

Shelves are stacked with 
boxes of brightly coloured 
ribbons, buttons glint like 
jewels, and rolls of soft 
fabrics line the drawers. But 
look a little closer and you’ll 
find baskets brimming 
with vintage Barbie dolls, 
oversized exotic fruits and 
cuddly toys. 

“I want women to put my 
hats on and feel fabulous,” 
Piers explains, adding: “I’m 
not making hats to keep the 
rain off - 1 want people to 
put a hat on and feel good 
about themselves.” 

He describes his designs 
as ‘whimsical, flamboyant, 
camp and fun’, citing 
celebrities such as Paloma 
Faith, Lady Gaga, Rihanna 
and Tim Burton among his 
clients. But he also makes 
more restrained hats for 
landed gentry, royals and 
Ascot-goers, having twice 
made hats for princesses 
Eugene and Beatrice, most 
recently over the Queen’s 
Jubilee weekend. 

“We make some tame 
hats, we make some more 
medium ones and we make 
some show piece ones. We

All your green

Q: I’ve got a couple of pumpkins left over from a 
Halloween party and don’t know what to do with them. 

A: Every year in the UK we buy around a million pumpkins 
at Halloween. You can use the flesh to make a range of 
tasty treats including pumpkin pie, soup or even lasagne. 
There are plenty of recipes and other seasonal tips for 
reducing food waste at: www.lovefoodhatewaste.com. 
The Council will also dispose of the heavy outer shell. The 
average pumpkin weighs between 2-3kg, and if you put 
that in with the rubbish, you’ll be sending tonnes of waste 
to landfill - which is harmful to the environment and costs 
a lot to process. 

To reduce this waste and help the environment, the 
Council will collect your leftover pumpkins and turn them 
into compost to help fertilise the borough’s parks and 
gardens. Leave the pumpkins 
by the side of your blue 
food waste caddy (or 
take them to the food 
waste collection point 
on your estate) and 
the Council will take 
them away.

Top borough for recycling electrics 


News in brief 


ACKNEY 
residents have 
recycled more 
electrical items 
than ever before this year, 
breaking the previous 
record for collections. 

More than 1.3 tonnes 
of electrical goods were 
dropped off at sites around 
the borough in August, 
with the annual total now 
standing at 9.3 tonnes 


recycled this year - the most 
in North London. 

Hackney has already 
surpassed the 8.4 tonnes 
it collected during 2011, 
keeping items out of landfill, 
which is more costly and 
environmentally damaging. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 

“So far this year residents 
have helped to reduce our 


environmental impact, 
taking old toasters, 
kettles, hairdryers and 
small electrical items to 
the various WEEE (waste 
electrical and electronic 
equipment) banks around 
the borough. 

“When we replace old 
items we can still recycle 
parts from them, even if 
they are broken. This helps 
reduce the amounts we 
send to landfill each year 
and reach our targets for 
recycling electrical items.” 

Anything that requires 
batteries or a plug to operate 
is classified as electrical or 
electronic. This is one of 
the fastest growing waste 
streams; around 1 million 
tonnes of electrical items 
are thrown away in the UK 
every year. 


Small electrical items such 
as kettles, irons, clocks, 
remote controls, games 
consoles and calculators are 
quite often discarded with 
household waste due to 
their small size , but can all 
be placed in on street WEEE 
recycling banks instead. 

Free collections for larger 
electrical items can also 
be arranged, by calling: 
0800 085 1050; or be 
taken to household waste 
recycling centres in Islington 
and Waltham Forest 
for recycling.

A CERAMIC 3D community art piece, 
inspired by data submitted by people in 
Stoke Newington and Manor Park, 
has been unveiled at The Redmond 
Community Centre. 

Named The People Wood’, it sees more 
than 350 mini tree models combined to 
create an image of the areas N4 and N16. 
Every tree figure has its own individual 
colour and contours reflecting each person 
involved in the project. 

Originally, residents were asked to 
answer a series of questions about their 
connection to N4 and N16, such as how 
often they speak to their neighbours and 
to what extent they might give to others.

Free vaccine against whooping 
cough for pregnant women 

PREGNANT women can now get a free vaccine that will 
protect their baby against whooping cough until they are 
old enough to be immunised. 

Health officials in Hackney are encouraging mothers-to-be 
to shield their newborn babies from whooping cough 
by getting vaccinated in the last three months of 
pregnancy. Women who have the vaccine pass protection 
on to their babies. 

Whooping cough is a bacterial lung infection that can lead 
to brain damage, pneumonia and even death in babies. 

The number of people falling victim to the highly contagious 
disease is increasing, with more than 4,500 cases 
reported across England and Wales this year; compared 
to fewer than 500 in 2010. This includes nine 
deaths of babies too young to have the 
immunisation, which is available 
at two months of age. 

Dr Lesley Mountford, joint 
director of Public Health 
for NHS North East London 
and the City, said: “If you 
are pregnant ask your GP, 
practice nurse, midwife or 
community pharmacist about 
how you can get the whooping 
cough vaccine.” 

New sickle cell care centre 
opens at Homerton hospital 

HOMERTON hospital has opened a new day care centre 
for sickle cell and thalassaemia patients. 

Sickle cell disease is an inherited red blood cell disorder 
that mostly affects people of African and Afro-Caribbean 
heritage, as well as those from Asia, the Middle East and 
eastern Mediterranean. 

Symptoms include liver, kidney, lung, heart and spleen 
damage causing severe pain. Red blood cells also break 
up leading to chronic anaemia and tiredness. 

The day centre will offer powerful pain relief, oxygen 
therapy and intravenous therapy. As well as medical 
and nursing care, the team also offers counselling 
and psychological support, advice and help about 
employment and applications for welfare benefits, and 
assistance with specific housing needs. 

Consultant Haematologist, Dr Roger Amos, said: “Sickle 
cell disease and thalassaemia are common problems in 
our local community. The new expanded day care facility 
offers immediate access to expert doctors and nurses, 
together with all the other innovations. 

“These include a 
psychology and 
social care liaison 
service, together 
with equipment 
to deliver efficient 
automated red cell 
exchange blood 
transfusions.”

A T the same time 
that many of 
Britain’s former 
colonies were 
gaining independence, 
there were major political 
protests going on in the 
UK against racism and 
Oswald Mosley’s fascists. 

Indeed, many of the 
local protests were 
centred around the 
Dalston area. A search of 
the newspaper holdings 
at Hackney Archives 
reveals a campaign in 
September 1962 to 
persuade the Government 
to pass legislation to make 
incitement of racial hatred 


on the subject. 

The march was 
organised by David 
Freeman, manager of the 
Stamford Hill Boys and 
Girls’ Club. 

The children carried 
banners for the march 
saying ‘Black and White 
Unite’; ‘Free Speech, yes; 
Fascism, no’; and ‘Free 
Britain from Fascists.’ 

Mr Freeman said: “This 
was a spontaneous protest 
against Fascism by 
the youth of Hackney, 
many of whose parents 
suffered under Nazism 
in Germany. They 
do not want to see 


Fascism again.” 

One of the local youth 
clubs that was part 
of the march was the 
Victoria Boys and Girls 
Club, records of which 
are held by the London 
Metropolitan Archives. 
This was a Jewish youth 
club that later developed 
into a community centre. 

The club aimed to teach 
the children to be good 
Jews and good citizens, 
stressing loyalty to each 
other, and service to the 
local community. By 
1959, the club had over 
750 members. 

The march was part of a 


a crime. 


The newspapers 
reported on a march 
by 300 children 
from Hackney and 
Stoke Newington 
youth clubs, from 
Ridley Road Market 
to Admiralty House 
in Whitehall, to 
deliver a letter to 
the Prime Minister 
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wider campaign to 
encourage the Government 
to introduce legislation to 
counteract racial hatred. 
This culminated in the 
Race Relations Act of 
1965, which was the first 
legislation to address 
racial discrimination in 
the UK. 

The Act made 
discrimination on the 
‘grounds of colour, race, 
ethnic or national origins’ 
in public places illegal. It 
also led to the creation 
of the Race Relations 
Board in 1966 to hear 
complaints under the Act. 
The remit of the Act was 
later extended to cover 
employment and housing 
in 1968. 

During the 1970s and 
1980s, the fight against

collections at Hackney 
Archives which document 
these struggles, such as 
the records of the 
Hackney Trades Council 
and those of the Hackney 
Peoples Press. 

The Council played a 
role, declaring 1984-85 
an ‘anti-racist year’. 
During this time, Dalston 
Library was renamed after 
CLR James, the historian, 
writer, philosopher, 
Pan-Africanist and 
cricket enthusiast. 

In the same year, the 
Council adopted an anti- 
Apartheid Declaration 
to support the struggle 
of Black South Africans 
against the racist regime. 


Partly in response 
to these campaigns, 
anti-racist legislation 
was developed and 
strengthened. 

The Race Relations Act 
1976 replaced the earlier 
Act, and saw the creation 
of the Commission for 
Racial Equality. This 
was amended in 2000 
to include a statutory 
duty on public bodies to 
promote race equality and 
to demonstrate effective 
procedures to prevent race 
discrimination. 

The Equality Act of 
2010 replaced all previous 
legislation consolidating 
discrimination law in 
the UK.
